Say Big Game Authorities 


Moose are thicker in British Colum- ' 


blu than ever before and they have 
increased to such an extent in some 
districts that the caribou herds are 
threatened, according to big game au- 
| thorities. 

At the beginning of the present cen- 
tury many districts that are now teem- 
jing with moose did not even know the 
ispecies. They were, however, 
‘haunts of caribou which were so 

plentiful that they furmed the princl- 
pal food supply of the Nomad Indians 
which used to follow the herds just 


jed the reindeer in Northern Iurope. 

The caribou and moose, however, do 
not get wlong well together, accord- 
‘ing to big game men. When the 
moose move into a region populated 
by caribou in large numbers the cari- 
bou move out. This has been going 
on over a vast area in northern and 
céntral British Columbla during the 
past twenty-five years.
